AN ACT to amend section three hundred ninety-seven point twenty-nine (897.29), Code 
1960, relating to the management of public utility plants by boards of trustees. 

Be It Efl4Cted b1/ the General Assembly of the State of Iowa: 

1 SECTION 1. Section- three hundred ninety-seven point twenty-nine 
2 (897.29), Code 1950, is hereby amended by inserting in line five (5) 
8 preceding the word "heating" the following: "sewage disposal plant,"; 
4 also by inserting in line twelve (12) preceding the word ''heating'' 
5 the following: "sewage disposal plant,".

CHAPTER 190 
MUNICIPAL WATERWORKS 

S. F. 188 

AN ACT to repeal section three hundred ninety-eight point twelve (898.12), Code 
1960, and to enact a new section in lieu thereof and to amend section three hun­
dred ninety-nine point thirty-two (399.82) and to inteIJ?ret section three hun­
dred ninety-nine point fourteen (399.14), Code 1960, relating to municipal water­
works in certain cities, and to validate certain municipal proceedings in relation 
thereto. 

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa: 

1 SECTION 1. Section three -hundred ninety-eight point twelve 
2 (898.12), Code 1950, is hereby repealed and the following is enacted 
3 in lieu thereof: 
4 "This chapter shall be construed as granting additional power and 
5 providing an alternative means of acquiring a municipal waterworks 
6 without limiting the power already existing in cities having a popula-
7 tion of over ten thousand inhabitants. The provisions of this chapter 
8 shall apply only (1) to cities which have heretofore aCquired or which 
9 may hereafter acquire a municipal waterworks under authority con-

10 tained in this chapter and which have heretofore financed or which 
11 may hereafter finance the cost of acquiring such municipal waterworks 
12 in whole or in part through the levy of the special additional tax as 
13 permitted and provided for in section three hundred ninety-eight point 
14 one (398.1) hereof, and (2) to cities which have heretofore adopted or 
15 which may hereafter adopt an ordinance availing of the provisions of 
16 this chapter as referred to in section three hundred ninety-eight point 
17· six (898.6) hereof." 

1 SEC. 2. Section three hundred ninety-nine point thirty-two 
2 (399.82), Code 1950, is hereby amended by striking the last sentence 
8 of said section and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 
4 "In all other respects this chapter shall be construed as granting 
5 additional power and providing an alternative means of acquiring a 
6 municipal waterworks without limiting the power already existing in 
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
